* By recent advices from Mr. Corrie, 
the Committee learn that the benevotent 
intentions of Jay Narain have been execut- 
ed. A Deed of Gilt of the House and Pre- 
mises in Benares was signed at Calcutta, 
by Kolly Shunker Ghossaul, son of Jay 
Narain, on the 2ist of October, the writ- 
ings then standing in the name of Kolly 
Shunker. This Deed being sent up to 
Benares, was signed also by Jay Narain 
Ghossaul. , 

“ By this Deed, the property is given to 
Messrs. Uday and Sherer, and the Rev. 
Messrs. ‘Thomason, Parson, and Robertson, 
as the Calcutta Committee of the Church 
Missionary Society, and their successors, 
“ for the purpose of a School for instruc- 
tion in all kinds of science; and that, in 
this Schgol, children of all descriptiags 
may be instructed in the English, Persian, 
Hindee, and Bengalee Languages. The 
appointment of the Masters to be at the 
pleasure of the Committee ; the House to 
be appropriated as a School for ever, and 
the Committee & their successors to have 
the sole disposal of it.” 

* At the request of Jay Narain, Mr. Cor- 
rie drew up an advertisement, detailing the 
plan and objects of the School. It announc- 
ed, that, for the purpose of teaching the 
four languages before named, an English 
Master had been engaged as Superinten- 
deat of the Institution, with proper Assist- 
ants and learned Teachers in Persian, Hin- 
dee,and Bengalee.

“It appears,” say the breth- 
gen, * that soon after her first impression, 
she sent for Catharine, (who was then at 
juome,) to read and explain the Bible to 
her, and to pray with her; and before Ca- 
tharine came away,she told her,she intend- 
ed to come hither. for further instruction, 
as soon as she could.” 

In several places, also, a strong desire 
has been expressed to have stated preach- 
ing, aud the missionaries constantly with 
them.

* And may the Great Spirit breathe up- 
on the clnef-and head-:nen, and upon all 
the Cherokees on the Arkansaw,both small 
and great—disperse all the clouds, aad 
cause the true light to shine upon them, 
that they may be happy here &after death.’ 

The person here referred to, as having 
been appointed to visit them soon,was the 
Rev. Alfred Finney, who was mentioned in 
the Report of the last year. He was de- 
signated for the Arkansaw in Nov. with 
the intention, that he should go out early 
in the spring, explore the country; make 
arrangements preparatory to the contem- 
plated establishment, and be joined by oth- 
ers, as soon as should be deemed advisa- 
ble. But particular circumstances occa- 
sioned delay. 

Mr. Finney and his wife are now with 
the company from Rockaway, mentioned 
under the head of the Cherokee mission, 
as being bound to Brainerd. At Braigerd, 
he is to be joined by the Rev. Cephas: 
Washburn, mentioned also in the last year’s 
Report; who has been employed for the 
last nine months in Georgia, and has re- 
ceived instfuctions to leave Georgia; in 
season to reach Brainerd about the first of 
November. 

From Brainerd, Messrs. Washburn and 
Finney are to proceed to Elliot, and there 
leave their wives with the Choctaw mis- 
sion, until they shall have visited the Ar- 
kansaw, and made such preparations, as 
shall render the residence there of females, 
belonging to the mission, safe and proper. 
The mtission is projected on the same gen- 
eral plan with those already established ; 
and is intended to be put forward with all 
convenient despatch. 


The Chickasaws, whose country lies 
partly between the Clterokees and Choc- 
taws, have been fora considerable time 
expecting and desiring a mission to them : 
and it has been declared to be the pleasure 
of the Board, that means of instruction 
should be extended them, similar to those 
afforded to their neighbors. It has not yet

Also, the best mode for ma- 
king the hives. Braid husks of Corn, 3 strands 
each,one inch diameter, sow them together in the 
shape of a cone, 2 feet diameter at bottom. 

‘The hives you mean to take up in the fall, you 
may make of boards,5 feet diameter at the bottom, 
4 inches natrower at the top. A good field of red 
and white clover, near your orchard, will assist 
the bees much. Set your posts in the ground 
and let them be seven feet high, with good stiff 
poles on thé top; place hooks ondermeath the 
poles upon which hang the hives by a staple in 
the top. Dress the inside of your hives with 
fresh butter and then with molasses, honey, or 
the sirrup of the sugar maple. Place small box- 
es or cups of honey, or molasses, or sirrup, from 
the hives to your house; by which you may so 
|domesticate them that they will breakfast and 
dine with you, always returning to the hive be- 
{fore supper. A garden well cultivated in the 
‘manner aboye mentioned, with one hundred 
_ bushels of soot properly applied, may be made to 
_ produce two tonsof honey a year. The garden, 
| well atterided, will save the bees the loss of the 
| drones, and prevefit the wars that arise between 
| the young kings and queens; completely furnistr 

them witlr a sufficiency of casing and bread,which 
; they will lay up for winter. e satisfaction to 
‘be derived from such a garden would amply pay 
the cultivator ; the oils of the herbs extracted 
for the apothecary, would richly pay the gardner.
